ORDER 
With a view to providing more employment opportunities for the 
physically handicapped , Government, in consultation with the Public Service 
Commission, are pleased to issue the following orders in supersession of the 
orders issued in the G. O. read above : 

(i) An age concession of 10 years over and above the existing upper 
age limits prescribed for direct recruitment to posts in various services of the 
state ( including posts that are outside the purview of the Public Service , 
Commission ) will be given to the physically handicapped persons to enable 
them to compete for the posts to which they are considered suitable and 
the duties of which they can discharge satisfactorily after their appointment. 

(ii) In all cases of selections except those specifically excluded , 
physically bandicapped candidates will be given grace marks subject to a 
maximum of 10 % marks. The award of grace marks will be at the dis 
cretion of the Commission . 

(iii ) The physically handicapped candidates will be interviewed by 
the Commission to test : 

(a ) Whư ther they are in a position to discharge the duties 

satisfactorily in a post to which they may be appointed ; 

(b ) Whether the physical handicap claimed is feigned or real. 
G. 95 :. 


( iv ) In cases where selections are made on the results of written 
examinations alone, the physically handicapped candidates will be inter 
viewed and the grace marks given at the tinterview will be added to the 
marks obtained by them at the written test and the ranks decided 
accordingly . 

(v ) Since the final ranking of the candidates is to be made by 
adding the grace marks to be given , no physically handicapped candidate 
will be eliminated where elimination is effected on the basis of written 
examination /prac ical test/higher qualification /age. 

(vi) In the ranked lists the physically handicapped will be indicated 
by an identifying mark and they will be given preference among candi 
dates of equal merit i. e . among candidate ; who secure equal number 
of marks. 

( vii) The physically handicapped will be eligible for the benefit of 
communal reservation provided for in rules 14 to 17 of the General Rules 
if they are otherwise eligible. 

2. Grant of the above concessions will be subject to the following 
conditions : 

(i) The physically handicapped persons will be considered for 
appointment only to such posts , the duties attached to which can be satis 
factorily discharged by them . The concessions will not apply for appoint 
inent to the following posts : 

( a) All Executive posts in the Police Department 
(b ) All Executive posts in the Excise Department 
(c ) All Executive posts in the Prisons Department 
(d ) All Executive posts in the Forest Departinent 
(e) Deputy Collector 
(1) Tahsildar 
( g ) Physical Director /Directress 
(h ) Physical Education Teacher 
( i ) Reserve Conductor 
( j) Reserve Driver 
(k ) Sergeant 
(1) Dance Master (Kathakali Dance ) 
( na ) Nurse 

(n ) Auxiliary Nurse /Midwife. 
(ii) The physical handicap should be proved by a Medical 
Certificate from a Medical Officer not below the rank of a Civil Surgeon , 
Grade II . 

(iii) For the purpose of these concessions, the term physically bandi 
capped will include three categories viz ., the blind, the deaf and the 
orthopaedically handicapped as indicated below : 


(a ) The blind . — The blind are those who suffer from the following 

conditions : 

(i) Total absence of sight 
( ii ) Visual acquity not exceeding 3/60 or 10/200 ( snellen ) 

in the better eye with correcting lenses. 
(b ) The deaf. — The deaf are those in whom the sense of hearing 

is fully non-functional for the ordinary purpose of life . 
(c) The Orthopaedically Handicapped . - The Orthopaedically Handi 

capped are those who have a physical defect or deformity 
which causes adequate interference to significantly impede 
normal functioning of the bones, muscles and joints.

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AWARD 


This is an Iudustrial Dispute between the Proprietor, Koraliyode 
Estate, Banes Compound, Nanthancode, Trivandrum and the workmen of 
the above concern represented by the General Secretary, Nedumangad 
Estate Workers Union , H. o . Haripur , Nedumangad referred to this 
Courtfor adjudication under Section 10 (1) (c) of the Industrial Disputes 
Act, 1947 (Central Act XIV of 1947 ) by the Government of Kerala , in 
their order, Health and Lab ur ( H ) Department, G.O : Rt. No. 263/68 / 
HLD , Trivandrum . dated 24-1-1968 . The issues referred for adjudication 
are ( 1) Enhanced D. A. recommended by the Central Wage Board for 
Rubber Plantation Industry . (2 ) Bonusfor 1965-66 and ( 3) Dismissal of 
6 workers viz . Sarvashree A. Kasim Kunju , A. Divakaran, D. Varghese , 
Sclvaraj, Balakrishnan and Shanmughom . 

2. In pursuance of notice issued , the parties entered appearance and 
put in their respective statements . 

3. The case of the union stated briefly is as follows. The workmen 
in this Estate demanded through their union D. A. as recommended by the 
Wage Board and also bonus as recommended by the Plantation Labour 
Committee . Direct negotiations between the union and the management 
in this matter failed and the Conciliation Officer , Trivandrum took up the 
matter and he convened a series of conferences to settle the dispute. But 
the management took an adamant and non - co -operative attitude and hence 
the issues could not be settled . Thereupon the union was compelled to 
resort to strike and to adopt satyagraha and other peaceful demonstrations 
to ventilate the legitimate grievances of the workmen . With the sinister 
intention of defeating their rights, the management resorted to unfair 
labour pract ce, by taking disciplinary action against the workmen during 
the pendency of conciliation proceedings. The management cooked up false 
criminal cases against the workmen and in all the cases the workmen were 
acquitted . The management subsequently conducted a farce of an enquiry 
and this ended in the dismissal of the above mentioned workmen . It is also 
the case of the union that the reference by the Government regarding the 
dismissal or denial of employment to the workmen is invalid ” because “ no 
workmen concerned were dismissed from service but they are denied 
employment" : The union has also got a case that the Government had 
not referred the matter of denial of employment to Shri Sundarsanan. It is 
the request of the union that the order the management dismissing the 
workmen from service may be set aside and the Management may be 
directed to reinstite them in service and also to direct to give bonus and 
D. A. as recommended by the Central Wage Board to these employees. 

4. The case of the management stated briefly is as follows. Koraliyode 
Estate is a small Rubber Estate in Nedumangad having only 28 acres of 
planted rubber . The management of the Estate is very generous in the 
matter of giving better con litions of service to the workmen . But the 
union concerned in this dispute used to raise unjustified demands to the 
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management; but the management with a view to maintain peace in the 
estate has been extei ding all possible benefits to the workmen without 
giving room for any, agitation by the workmen . On 1-7-1967 and on 
3-7-1967 certain demands were put forward by the union and the demands 
included reinstatement of certain workmen , implementation of the Wage 
Board recommendations, bonus for 1966, holiday with wages etc. The 
management directly negotiated with the union on all these issues and a 
settlement was arrived at on 10-7-1967 . In this settlement, the issue for 
bonus for 1966 was fully and finally settled ; the management agreeing to 
give 61 % bonus for the year 1966-67 , to te disbursed before the end of 
1967 season . On 8-8-1967 another memorandum of demands, was placed 
before the management by the union demanding payment of arrear wages 
in accordance with the recon-mendations of the Wage Board and leave with 
wages etc. and these demandswere also settled as per the memorandum of 
settlement dated 10-8-1967 . As a result of the above two settlements, the 
der ands relating to implementation of the Plantation Wage Board Recom 
mendation and bonus for 1966 were fully and finally settled . Inspite of the 
said settlement, the union submitted antoher memorandum of demands on 
5-10-1967 demanding Dearness Allowance as per the Wage Board recom 
mendations from 1-4-1967 and also bonus for 1966 at the rate of 124 % 
as per the recommendations of the Plantation Labour Commitee. The 
management informed the union that the claims involved in these two 
demands were already settled and that the Wage Board recomme dations 
and the Plantation Labour Committee recommendations were ot bioding 
on the management and the management could not concede to the demands 
made by the union . The Assistant Labour Officer and the District Labour 
Officer convened several conferences and as the union did not accept the 
views of the management, the conciliation conference did not succeed When 
the union pressed for the implementation of the Plantantion Wage Board 
recommendations, the management resisted the same on the ground that the 
Wage Board Recommendations were not binding on the management and 
that the estate cannot bear the additional burden that may be caused on 
account of the implementation of Wage Board recommendations. Taking 
into consideration all these aspects of the issue, the management and the 
union finally settled the demand and as a result of which the management 
agreed to convert the workmen into monthly rated workmen ad the consoli 
dated monthly wage was fixed at Rs. 70. The demand for the enhanced 
Dearness Allowance as per the Plantation Wage Board recommendations is 
unjustified , and unwarranted and the union is estopped from raising this 
demand . The financial position of the estaie does not justify the payment 
of Dearne s Allowance as requested for by the unior . The wage fixed as 
per the settlement dated 10-8-1967 is fair and reasonable and it compares 
favourably with the prevailing rates of wages in the industry in the locality . 
It is also the case of the management that the Wage Bo rd recommenda 
tions are only recommendatory in nature and they are not enforceable on 
the management of the Estate. Under the circumstances, it is sul mitted 
that the demand for enhanced Dcarr.ess Allowance is not justified , 
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As regards payment of bonus for the year 1966 , it is the case of the manage 
ment that it was fully and finally settled on 10-7-1967 and the unions 
demand dated 5-10-1967 in respect of the bonus for 1966 is unjustified and 
as a matter of fact the union is estopped from putting forward such a 
demand . The Plantation Labour Committee recommendations regarding 
bonus for 1966 are not applicable to the management and the management 
of the Estate cannot be compelled to give bonus as per the said recommend 
ations. The issue for bonus in 1966 having been settled fully and finally 
the demand for re- opening the issue is unjustified and untenable and even 
the Plantation Labour Committee s recommendations do not allow such a 
claim , especially when the demand for bonus for 1966 has been settled 
already. The financial position of the Estate does not justify the payment 
of any bonus for the year 1966 ; but the management agreed to give bonus 
" at the rate of 61% with a view to settle the issue once and for all. 

5. Regarding the dismissal of six workmen , the case of the manage 
ment is as follows. There was no demand in respect of the dismissal of 
six workmen from the union and there was no industrial dispute capable of 
being referred for adjudication in regard to the same, and as such, the 
reference is invalid . In the claim statement itself, the union has admitted 
that the issue regarding the dismissal of six workmen is invalid . In yiew of 
the undisputed position taken by the management and the union in regard 
to the maintainability in law of the order of reference regarding dismissalof 
six workmen , it is the case of the Management that this Court may be 
pleased to hold that there is no industrial dispute on the issue of dismissal 
and that the reference is bad in law . Again according to the management, 
that the workmen were dismissed after finding them guilty of a serious 
misconduct namely, assaulting the Supervisor of the Estate , at a domestic 
enquiry conducted regarding the allegation of this misconduct and bence 
the dismissal is legal, proper and justified: Regarding the case of the 
union that the management had taken action against these workers while 
conciliation procecdings were pending , it is submitted that the manage 
ment did not take any such action against the workmen while conciliation 
proceedings were pendir g : The workmen were dismissed after a proper 
and fair enquiry . It is also the case of the management that the union 
does not represent the workmen of the estate and the union is not func 
tioning. The workmen in the estate are not interested in the dispute 
according to the management . 

6. Or the side of the union , two witnesses were examined as W. W , 1 
and W.W. 2 and Exlıibits W. I to W.13 were got filed . On the side of 
the management, two witnesses were examined as Ews 1 and 2 and Exhibits 
E. I to E. 20 were got filed. 

7. Now the questions for consideration are (1) whether the workers 
mentioned in the reference are entitled for the enhanced D A. as recom 
mended by the Central Wage Board for Rubber Plantation Industry . 

(2 ) 
Whether the workers are entitled for bonus for the yeur 1966-67 and (3) 
Whether the six dismissed workers are entitled for reinstatment as clained 
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by the union ? As regards the question of enhanced D. A., the contention of 
the management is that the matter has been settled as per the memorandum 
of seitlement a copy of which has been proved as Exhibit E. 6 in this case. 
The case of the union regarding this as sworn to by W. W.2 the Secretary 
of the Nedumangad Estate Workers Union is that as per the recommenda 
tions of the Wage Board , for the month of April, 1967 cach cmployee is 
entitled to get Rs. 77 paise 48 for a month on the basis that they worked for 
26 days.. According to him , Wage Board Recommendations are binding on 
all the estate managements in the Kerala State . In Exhibit E. 6 settlement 
dated 10-8-1967 it is stated as follows . 

" As the workers were paid at the monthly pay basis the question of 
payment of arrears on the basis of the recommendation of Central 
Wage Board for Rubber Plantation Industry as demanded by the 
union does not arise. Hence the demand is not pressed by the 

union " . 

As per Exhibit E. G it was also agrecd that the workers in the Estate 
should be paid at the rate of Rs. 70 per mensem . Therefore what we see is 
that the demand for wages on the basis of the recommendation of the 
Central Wage Board for Rubber Plantation Industry was settled and it was 
agreed by both the parties that wages should be paid at the rate of Rs. 70 
per mensem . 

It is clearly stated in the settlement that the demand was for 
wages as recommended by the Central Wage Board and this matter was 
settled in view of the settlement and the demand is not pressed . W. W. 2 
the Secretary of the union has admitted in cross-examination that after 
Exhibit E. 6 settlement another demand was notmade that the Wage Board 
recommendation should be implemented in this estate . Regarding the 
claim for wages according to the recommendation of the Wage Board , 
admittedly there was an agreement on 10-6-1967 and as such , the union 
cannot now come forward and say that even inspite of the settlement, the 
wages should be given in accordance with the Wage Board recommendation . 
This definite question was raised and a settlement was arrived at on 
10-8-1967 as is evidenced from Exhibit E. 6. As such , the ion cannot 
succeed in this claim in this reference for a further revision of wages in 
accordance with the Wage Board Recommendation . 

8. The next question for consideration is whether the petitioners are 
entitled for bonus for 1966 on thebasis of the recommendation of the 
Plantation Labour Committee . Exhibit W. 13 is the copy of a settlement 
between certain employers and the representatives of employees of certain 
estates. As per Exhibit W. 13 settlement dated 30-8-1967, the parties 
have agreed thatbonus at 9 % for Tea Plantation Workers and 121 % for 
Rubber Plantation Workers should be paid for the years 1964, 1965 and 
1966. Admittedly the management of this Estate is not a party to this 
settlement. Exhibit E. 5 is the copy of the settlement between the manage 
inent of this Estate and the union representing the workers in this Estate . 
As per Exhibit E. 5 bonus for the year 1966 will be disbursed at the year 
ending 1967 season at 614 % . W.W. 2 the Secretary of the union in his 
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evidence has admitted that there was demand for bonus on 1-7-1967 and 
3-7-1967 and based on these demands, there was a settlemnt and Exhibit 
E. 5 is the copy of this settlement . He has also admitted in the cross 
examination that the issue regarding bonus for the year 1966 has been 
settled between ihe union representing the workers in this estate and the 
management of this state . W. W. 2 would say that usually bonus will 
be paid to the labourers towards the end of the season at the rate of 64 % 
and subsequently the balanc: of bonus due if any as per the recomenda 
tions of the Plantation Labour Commitee will be paid to the labourers. On 
the face of Exhibit F. 5. there is no scope to say that this was the practice 
followed because in Exhibit E. 5. the bonus was agreed at the rate of 61 % 
for the year 1966 and it is not stated in Exhibit E. 6 that the balance 
amount if any due as per the recommendation of the Plantation Labour 
Conmittee towards bonus will be paid later. Under the circumstances, 
what is een is that there was a setilement regarding the issue relating to 
the bonus for the year 1966 between the management of this estate and the 
union representing the workers in this estate . Nothing is stated in Exhibit 
E. 5 settlement that this settlement is subject to the recommendations of 
the Plantation Labour Committee. Therefore when the issue relating to 

the bonus for the year 1966 was settled between the parties, there is no 
i justification to reopen the settlement immediately after the settlement . 

Further from the cridence available in this case , there is nothing to show 
that the financial position of the estate is such that the managementof the 
estate is in a position to give more than 64 % towards bonus . Thus, there 
is no scope to allow the claim raised by the union in this reference as far 
as the bonus for the year 1966 is concerned . 

9. The next questiin for consideration is the issue regarding the 
dismissal of six workers mentione : in this reference order . Regarding the 
dismissal ofsix workers , the case of the union as stated in the claim state 
ment is as follows. 

" To further harass the norkmen the management through an Advo 

cate Shri Devadanam , Nedumangad . constituted a show of an 
enquiry into certain us known charees against the workmen and 
victimized them by dismissing all of them from service, against all 
known principles of labour relationships. The said exparté 
decision of the management is also included in the reference 
inadvertently or otherwise by the Government to be adjudicated . 
The un on beg to submit the order of reference is invalid 
relating to dismissal or denial of employment to the workmen 
concerned . No workmen concerned have been hitherto dismi 

ssed from service, but they are denied employment" . 
The contention of the learned counsel for the management based on this 
statement in the claim statement of the union is that since the union has 
not raised any dispute regarding the dis nissal of these workmen with the 
employer as admitted by the union , it cannot be an industrial dispute. In 
support of this contention , he has relied on the decision of our Supreme 
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Court reported at page 834 , 1963 (1) LLJ ( The Sindhu Re-settlement 
Corporation Ltd. vs, Industrial Tribunal, Gujarat and others). In that 
case what was held was that unless a dispute was raised by the workman 
with the employer it c- uld not become an industrial dispute. In the 
decision what is stated is as follows. 

" The evidence produced cleirly showed that no such dispute 

(relating to the reinstatement) had ever been raised by the 
respondent with the mangement of ihcarpellant. If no dispute 
at all was raised by the respondents with the management any 
request by thern to the Government would only be a demand by 
them and not an industrial dispute between them and their 

employer " . 
Again in 1972 LLJ ( Vol. I) Page 437) Between Jaipur Udyag Limited 
and the Cement Work Karmachari Sangh Sahu Nagar ) our Supreme Court 
held that the award of the Landlustrial Tribunal pissed on the adjudication 
of the dispute not referred to it was incompetent. In that case the issųe 
referred was whether the action of the management of the Jaipur Udyag 
Limited in terminating the services of Bhisham Verma i.cline driver with 
effect from 9th July, 1968 on the ground of suerannuation was legal and 
justified . If not to what relief is he entitled . In that case the management 
concern had a cement factory at Sawai Madhopur in the State of Rajasthan 
and a line stone quarry at Phall di which was 24 kilo:netres away from the 
Cement factory. The company had two separate sets ofstar.ding orders for 
the workmen employed in the factory and in the quarries. Subsequently as 
per a settlement the age of superannuation was raised from 55 to 58 as far 
as the employees in the Cement factory were concerned . Nothing was done 
with regard to the age of superannuation of the employces in the quarry, 
and the relevant clause in the standing order renained unaltered . The 
Industrial Tribunal held that the factory and quarry are two units of the 
same establishment and that there should be uniform set of rules for the 
workmen and on this ground set a i e the order of the management and 
reinstated the workman . In appeal, the Supreme Court quashed the award 
holding that the award was incompetent in as much as the dispute which 
the Tribunal sought to a ljudicate upon was not the one referred to it . In 
this case , before this Court the definite case of the union is that the order of 
reference is invalid regarding the dismissal or denial of employment and 
this issue was wrongly or otherwise included in hi reference . It is also 
the case of the union that no workmen concerned have been at all then 
dismisse from service but they were only denied employment. W. W.2 
the Secretary of the union when cross- examined before this Court has 
clearly stated that no demand regarding the dismissal of the e workers was 
raised by the union with the management. When this is the position , the 
decision in 1968 (I) LLJ referred to by me earlier is clearly applicable to 
this case because it was held in that case that when .n dispute at all was 
raised by the union with the nanagement any request by them to the 
Government would only be a demand by them and not an industrial dispute 
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between them and their employer. Therefore it is elear that no such dis 
pute was raised by the workmen with their employer and as such , it cannot 
become an industrial dispute . In 1972 (I) LLJ case referred to by me 
earlier, even though the issue referred by the Governn,ent was termination 
of the service of a worker , the Industrial Tribunal passed an award 
directing re nstatement on the ground that there should be uniform 
set of rules for the workmen in the two units of the same establishment 
but the Supreme Court quashed the award holding that the issue referred 
never contemplated the question of uniform set of rules for the two units of 
the same establishment. Therefore when in tbis case before ihis Court the 
reference is regarding the dismissal of workers and when no such dispute 
was admittedly raised by the workmen with their employer it cannot be an 
industrial dispute and hence this Court is not competent to pass an award 
on the issue of dismissal of these workers in view of the above decisions of 
our Supreme Court. 

10. Now coming to the merits regarding this issue also, there is no 
scope to interfere with the order of dismissal. Regarding the workers 
Servashree Kasim Kunju and D. Varghese, one charge was that they caused 
loss to the management. These workers on 4-10-1967 and other dates did 
not properly collect milk from the rubber trees and allowed the milk to be 
wasted and thus caused loss to themanagement. Exhibit E. 8 is the copy 
of this charge sheet . Another charge sheet against these workers and 4 
other workers was that these persons surrounded Shri Thankappan, the 
Supervisor of this Estate and struck him with hand and stick causing visible 
injuries on his body. Exhibit E.7 is this charge sheet . The workers denied 
these charges and the management was not satisfied with the explanation 
of the workers and hence an enquiry was directed to be conducted against 
these workers. These workers did not participate in the enquiry on the 
ground that the Enquiry Officer was an Advocate. Even inspite of the 
notice from the Enquiry Officer the workers did not participate in the 
enquiry. The E:nquiry Officer conducted the enquiry and found the workers 
guilty of the charges levelled against them . Exhibit E. 4 is the finding 
of the Enquiry Officer regarding the assault charge. The enquiry proceed 
ings and the finding of the Enquiry Officer are produced by the manage 
ment. The contention of the union is that the enquiry cannot be said to 
be fair and impartial because the person who conducted the enquiry was 
an Advocate who had appeared for the management in some cases. The 
management has denied this. Even if the Advocate had appeared for the 
management in someother cases, by that, it cannot be said that the Advocate 
is incompetent to conduct the enquiry. When the workers had not partici 
pated in the enquiry, they cannot now say that the enquiry was not proper 
and fair. On a perusal of the records of enquiry and the finding of the 
enquiry officer it is seen that there was ample evidence before the Enquiry 
Officer to come to the conclusion that these workers were guilty of the 
charges levelled against them . The contention of the union is that in the 
criminal case against the workmen alleging that they assaulted the supervisor 
they were found not guilty by the Criminal Court and as such , the finding 


of the Enquiry Officer cannot be upheld . Exhibits W. 2 and W5 produced 
in this case are stated to be the judgements of the Criminal Court. In 
these cases , the accued were exonerater giving them benefit of doubt. In 
a criminal case for convicting an accused, the guilt must be proved beyond 
reasonable doubt. In a domestic enquiry, this is not the position. There 
fore by the fact that in a criminal case the accused was not convicted it does 
not follow th .t if in the domestic enquiry , the charge against the delinquent 
worker was proved , the management cannot punish him for the misconduct. 
In a recent case reported at page 328 , 1972 (II) LLJ (Between M /s. Banaras 
Electric Light and Power Company Limited and the Labour Court 2, 
Lucknow and others), our Supreme Court has held as to when an Industrial 
Tribunal would be justified in characterising the findings recorded at the 
domestic enquiry as perverse and it is as follows: 

“ This Court had in several cases while dealing with industrial 
disputes of this kind occasion to point out that an Industrial Tribunal 
would not be justified in characterising the findings recorded at the 
domestic enquiry as perverse unless it can be shown that such a 
finding is not supported by any evidence or is entirely opposed to 
the whole body of evidence adduced before it. In a domestic enquiry 
once a conclusion is deduced from the evidence , it is not possible for 
some other authority to assail that conclusion even though it is 
possible for some other authority to arrive at a different conclusion 

on the same evidence. " 

In the case before me, there is absolutely no scope to interfere with the 
finding of the Enquiry Officer on the ground that it is perverse or not 
supported by any evidence. Even though the union has got a case that it was 
an act of victimization on the part ofthe management, there is no justificat 
ion for arriving at such a conclusion from the evidence. The charge against 
these workers was that they assaulted the Supervisor of the estate and the 
further charge against two of these workers was thatthey intentionally caused 
loss to the management by not properly collecting the milk from the rubber 
trees and allowed the milk to be wasted . On these charges a domestic 
enquiry was conducted and in the enquiry ,the workmen did not participate 
and on the evidence available, the Enquiry Officer came to the conclusion 
that the charges have been proved against the workmen . There is absolu 
tely no justification in saying that the finding is not supported by any 
evidence. There is also nothing to show that these charges were levelled 
against the workers by the management as an act of victimization. Under 
these circumstances , on merits also , I am not in a position to grant any 
relief to these workers on the issue of the dismissal of these workers. 

11. Thus on a consideration of the whole evidence and circumstances 
in this case, I am to hold that the union is not entitled for any relief claimed 
in this case. An award is passed accordingly . 

This award will come into force on the expiry of 30 days after its 
publication in theGovernment Gazette .

AWARD 


This is an Industrial Dispute between the President, Kilikolloor, 
Service Co - operative Bank Ltd. No. 4251, Kilikolloor and the workmen of 
the above concern represented by the Quilon District Co-operative Societies 
Staff Association , Kilikolloor , Quilon over the termination of service of 
SriGopinathan who was an employee this concern referred to this Court 
for adjudication under Section ( 10 ) 1 (c) of the Industrial Disputes Act, 
1947 ( Central Act XIV of 1947) by the Government of Kerala , in their 
Order, Labour & Social Welfare (H ) Department, G. O. Rt. No. 486 , 
Trivandrum , dated 21-3-1970 . 

2. In pursuance of notice issued , the parties entered appearance and put 
in their respective statements . 

3. The case of the association stated briefly is as follows. Sri Gopinathan 
was a salesman under the Co -operative Bank mentioned above at Kilikolloor. 
He was denied employment with effect from 14-12-1968 by an order of the 
Secretary of the Bank. He has then put in continuous Service for about 
5 years. No domestic enquiry was conducted against Sri Gopinathan before 
terminating his services by the Secretary and according to he Association, 
this act of termination of service of Sri Gopina han was most arbítrary and 
illegal and he is entitled for reinstatement with back wages. 

4. The case of the management stated briefly is as follows. The Co-opera 
tive Bank di i not terminate the services of Si Gopinathan . Sri Gopinathan 
was appointe as a Salez Assistant on 27-11-196 + by the management and 
subsequently he was promoted as Salesman . He committed certain irregula 
rities and he was reverte i to the rank of Siles Assistant. Again he was 
promoted as Salesman . He was not punctually remitting the collections in 
the Bank. On three occasions when there was delay in remitting the amount 
collected, the samewas pointed out to him and he remitted the amount. 
On 14-12-1963 there was a collection of Rs. 460.89 by way of sale 
p : oceeds and Sri Gopinathan failed to remit the same in the bank and he did 
not also turn up for work . It is further stated by the management that there 
was no termination of employmentby the Bank and hence this reference 
by theGovernment is not proper. 

5 On the side of the Staff Association , Sri Gopinathan was examined as 
W.W. 1 and Exhibit W. 1 was also got filed . On the side of the management, 
one witness was examined as E. W. 1 and Exhibit E. I was also go : filed . 

6. Now the question for consideration is whether there was termination of 
service of Sri Gopinathan and if so to what relief he is entitled to ? 
SriGopinathan as W.W. 1 has sworn to his case as stated above. According 
to him , this Co-operative Bank was running a ration shop and from 1964 
onwards, he wasworkirg in the ration shop . In December, 1968 his service 
wus terminated. No domestic enquiry was conducted against him . No 
charge sheet was also given to him . At the time of the termination of his 
service, he was getting Rs. 90 per mensem as his wages. Exhibit W. 1 is the 
order terminating his service. In Exhibit W. I notice what is stated is that 


be failed to remit in the bank the sale proceeds from the ration shop on 
certain dates and it will be dangerous to allow him to continue in service 
and hence from 15-12-1968 he will be kept out of employment. Exhibit 
W. 1 is in Malayalam and in Exhibit W. l it is stated that " 3252003) 03MJ 

morolmº ewandel monog 15-12-1968 anot muda m103 mm . 
108m18cómond 70200019m2." 
He was also directed to entrust to one Clerk the records, articles in the 
ration shop as well as the sale proceeds in his hand . From the above order, 
it is clear that from 15-12-1968 onwards, employment was denied to W.W.I 
and it would appear that it was an order of suspension pending enquiry 
regarding some charges against him . Admittedly, ro enquiry was conducted 
against him and no further order dismissing him from service was also passed . 
EW .. 1 is the Secretary of the Kilikolloor Service Co-operative Society . 
According to him , Sri Gopinathan was careless in remitting the sale proceeds 
in the bank on certain dates and when notice was issued to him , he remitted 
the amounts subsequently . An amount of Rs. 412.89 the sale proceeds 
received by him on 14-12-1968 was not remitted by him while he was asked 
to do so. Regarding the failure to remit the sale proceeds on 14-12-1968, 
a notice was given to him and he gave Exhibit E. 1 reply to that. In 
Exhibit E. 1 he had stated that an amount of Rs. 450 being the sale proceeds 
was lost by him and he has applied for a loan in order to remit the amount. 
EW . I would also say that there was an arbitration case before the Registrar 
of Co-operative Societies and in the Arbitration case, an order was passed 
directing him to remit the amount. But no copy of the award is produced 
in this case . The learned counsel for the association would submit that 
because of the fact that no charge sheet was issued to him and no enquiry 
was conducted against him , the termination of his service cannot be justified 
As I have already stated , no domestic enquiry was conducted against him 
and the management has also no: a duced any independent evidence before 
me in order to say that there wasmis -appropriation of money by him . If it 
is the case of the management that he had committed mis -appropriation of 
money , disciplinary action ought to have been taken against him and for that 
the management ought to have conducted a.domestic enquiry against him 
after issuing the charge sheet on which themanagement proposed to conduct 
the enquiry. Nothing like that had been done. In fact no proper order 
was also given to him either by dismissing him or punishing him . Itwould 
appear from the order that the Secretary had kept him out of employment 
and nothing further was done. The termination of the service of an employce 
in this form cannot be justified for a moment. The learned counsel for the 

the 
management has also conceded that 

termination of service of 
Sri Gopinathan cannotbe justified under the above mentioned circumstances. 
In the result, I am to hold that termination of service of Sri Gopinathan 
as per Exhibit W. 1 o.der of the Secretary cannot be justified, and 
Sri Gopinathan is entitled to reinstatement. As the termination of service can 
not be justified ,he is also entitled for back wages. There areno special circum 
stances whatsoever in this case as towhy back wages should be denied to him . 
During the termination of his service, he was getting Rs. 90 per mensem as 
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his wages according to him . This fact is not disputed by the management. 
In the result , I pass an award directing the management to reinstate 
Sri Gopinathan in service with back wages at therate of Rs. 90 per mensem 
from 15-12-1968 onwards the date of termination of his service till he is 
reinstated in service. Themanagement will also pay Rs. 25 to the Quilon 
District Co- operative Societies Staff Association , Kilikolloor towards cost in 
these proceedings.

AWARD 
The Government of Kerala by Order No. G. O. Rt. 120 /71/ LSWD 
dated 30-1-1971 referred the following industrial dispute existing between 
the above parties for adjudication . The only issue referred is the following ; 

“ Termination of Service of SriNatarajan ." 
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2. The parties appeared before this court and filed their statements: 
The union says that the concerned workmen was working as a conductor 
under this management from 1963. The management without assigning any 
reason what so ever and without conducting any enquiry denied him emplo 
yment from 20-3-1970 . The worker is now without any job , The manage 
ment terminated his service without any valid reason . The refusal of the 
management to employ him is highly illegal and he is entitled to be reinstated 
with back wages . 

3. According to the management this worker was not a permanent 
employee of this management. He was employed on casual basis when the 
permanent conductors were not present. While he was working so as a condu 
ctor, on 19-8-1970 the Checking Inspector checked the bus and found that he 
had issued tickets only to 43 persons and actually there were 62 passengers 
in the bus. A report to this effect was forwarded to the management 
by the Checking Inspector. There after he did not report for work . 
On 28-9-1970 he appeared before the manager and presented a letter 
admitting that he is guilty of the offence of not issuing tickets to all passen 
gers. He wanted the management to excuse him for the said offence. The 
management was not prepared to allow him once again to operate the bus. 
He admitted the commission of the offence and on previous occasions also he 
had committed the same offence and the management pardoned him . Since 
the worker pleaded guilty no separate enquiry was conducted . So he is not 
entitled to be reinstated . It is not correct to say that he is a permanent 
employee. In rejoinder filed by the union they say that this employee is a 
permanent workmen under this management from 1963. The union says 
that the worker has not admitted the offence . By his letter he had only 
represented that because of the crowd he was not able to issue tickets in 
time. Since no opportunity was given to him to show cause why he should 
not be punished he was not able to convince the management about his 
innocence . 

4. The Union s first witness is the concerned employee . He says 
that he joined towards the end of 1963 as a conductor . He worked for 8 
years and he was denied employment with effect from 20-8-1970 . No notice 
of termination was given . No reasons are also given for the denial of employ 
ment. After this denial he went to the establishment on several occasions. 
He was getting an amount of Rs. 150 as alary. He is entitled to be reinsta 
ted . In cross-examination he says that for the last five months he is get 
ting the work intermittently . From 1963 he worked continuously under this 
management. He admits that the bus in which he was working on 
19-8-1970 was checked by the checking Inspector and found that he had 
issued only tickets to 43 passengers out of 62. He gave a letter to the 
management on 20-8-1970 and that is marked as Ext. Mi. There was a 
prior charge also of the same type ag iinst him . The explanation submitted 
by him at that time is Ext. M2. The management denied employment on 
21-8-1970. He is a permanent employee and he admits that he gave another 
letter on 26-3-1969 and this is Ext. M3. He was told that if he requires a job 
he is to write a letter like this and hence he wrote the same. He was not 
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permitted to sign the duty register. No vouchers are also given . Wages 
are paid at the end of every month . For that also no vouchers are given . 
The suggestion that he was employed only in the vacancy of perinanent 
employee is denied by him . In re-examination he says that he is a perma 
nent employee and he gave one letter when he was told that he will be given 
job only if he gave it like that. He used to give daily statement showing 
the calculation etc. The ticket books and the statement would reveal that 
he was a worker employed permanently. He wanted the management to 
produce those in court but they are not produced . 

5. WW2 is the secretary of the union. The worker was a member of 
this union . According to this witness he worked there for 7 years. Employ 
ment was denied with effect from 21-8-1970 . He gave a complaint about 
it. They presented it to the management. No reasons are given for this 
denial and they did not give a charge sheet also . The management did not 
give any reply to the letter sent by the union . It was not possible to settle 
thematter at the conciliation stage also and hence the reference. In cross 
examination he says that the conciliation stage a representative of the 
management complained that this worker is not doing his work properly. 
The worker gave the complaint on 22-8-1970 . If necessary it can be produc 
ed in court. No action was taken immediately by union under the impres 
sion that such matters are usually settled by the management after a few 
days. The union also wanted some time to collect the relevant matters 
about the complaint. At the conciliation stage the talk was with the 
manager and there was mention about the memos and there was no 
mention about the admission given by the worker . He came to know about 
the length of service of this worker from the information given by the 
worker . 

6. Mwl is the checking inspector who checked the bus in January, 
1969. He gave a report about this and that is Ext. M4. În cr ss 
examination he says that this worker used to go only occasionally for work . 
This witness is a permanent employee . He does not know whether the 
management took any action on the basis of the report given by him . He 
did not got anything in writing from the worker. He still continues to be in 
the service of the management. 

7. MW2 is the managing partner. He says that the concert cd 
employee was not a permanent employee under him . He was given employ 
ment only when the permanent conductors were not available. He is not 
employed for the last two years under him . Hewas discharged from service . 
His bus was checked by the Checking Inspector and he found thathe has not 
issued tickets to all the passengers. He gave a report to that effect. This 
worker did not report for duty thereafter. After about a month he gave a 
letter requesting him to excuse him . This was given to the manager. He 
has also seen it. In this matter he was not excused. On prior occasions 
also he committed the same offence. No appointment orders are given . He 
was also not paid wages on a permanent basis. In cross examination he says 
that he does not know the cxact number of workers employed there. He 
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cannot say definitely about the total period during which this employee 
worked there. The exact date of denial of employment is also not known to 
him . After the last checking in 1970 the worker has not reported for duty . 
Since he did not report for duty no notice of termination was also given 
He denies the allegation that the letter pleading guilty was obtained from 
the worker with the intention of terminating his service. 
8. MW3 is the manager. He knows this worker. 

He was not a per 
manent employee. Hewas employed on days on which permanent employees 
were not present. The daily wages are paid and he was not permanently 
employed . No appointment orders are also issued . He was operating a bus 
on 19-8-1970 and the management got a check report of his working on that 
day. That is written by the then checking inspector . The same is marked 
as Ext. M5. There after he did not come for work . After a month he 
submitted a letter that is Ext.M1.No.notice of termination was issued to him . 
On very many other occasions also such reports were given about him . In 
cross - examination he says that there are 63 permanent employees. No tempor 
ary hands 

are employed now . No appointment orders are given to 
persons after he assumei charge as a manager. This worker came for work 
for the first time in March , 1969. He used to work only for 12 or 15 days 


every month . 


9. The case of the worker is that he was denied employment with 
effect from 20-3-1970 without assigning any reason what so ever and without 
even conducting an enquiry. No show cause notice was given and no oppor 
tunity was given to him to explain why he should not be sent away. This 
amounts to illegal termination. His case is that he joined this establishment 
in 1963. No appointment order is produced . There is no other document 
to show this fact. The entire thing rests on the oral testimony of the concern 
ed worker and of course that of the union Secretary : The Union secretary 
does not say that they maintain a register with particulars of the employees 
showing the name of employer , date of appointment etc. He gathered some 
information from the worker and what ever he has said about his length of 
service is based on the information given by the worker . So his evidence 
cannot have more importance than that of the evidence of the worker. The 
management would say that they employed him only as a casual worker and 
gave him work whenever permanent conductors were absent on the 
ground of leave or sickness etc, They categorically say that he was not an 
employee from 1963 onwards. In this matter they refer to Ext. M3 a letter 
written by the worker. This letter is dated 26-3-1969 . In this he says that 
he is not employed on that day . The worker admits that it was written by 
him . His case is nat 

management asked him to write such a letter and 
they said that only then he would be given employment. There is an 
earlier letter also written by this worker and that is marked as Ext. 
M2. This dated 3-2-1969. Here he admits that there was some short 
age in the tickets issued . So this letter shows that even prior to 26-3-1969, 
he was an employee of this establishment. The union has got membership 
among the workers of this establishment. The Union has not cho un to 
examine any one of them to prove the length of service of this individual, 
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WW2the Secretary of the union doesnot say the period from which he be 
came the member of this union . As already referred to there must be receipt 
books for the monthly or periodical subscriptions collected from 
members and other relevant registers kept in the ordinary course of the 
business of the union . These would h.ve shown some aspect in respect of 
the length of the service of the union . They have not cared to do so . 

10. The union counsel wanted the management to produce the ticket 
books and other connected papers to show the length of service of this 
individual. The management has not produced them . So the union wants 
and adverse conclusion to be drawn against the management. Instead of 
going to the management the union could have resorted to their own records. 
They have not done that. The worker has no case that he used to sign the 
duty register. He does not even say that he used to give vouchers for receipt 
of his pay, At the same time he says that the management used to pay his 
salary every month . In the usual course a management if they employed a 
worker. for such a long time i. e. 1963 to 1969 naturally they would have 
kept the duty rolls and the employee would have given vouchers also for 
receipt of salary. In the ordinary course the worker would have reported 
such defect to the union . The union or worker has no such case . So the 
non-production of the document by the management does not materially 
affect this case . The evidence on the whole suggest that he was in the 
employment of this management even prior to 3-2-1969 . In this letter he 
refers to the shortage of tickets issued on 3-1-1969 . Since he has not signed 
any duty register and in the absence of any vouchers for receiving any 
monthly salary it has to be inferred that he was employed . only casually 
whenever there was vacancy. The first occasion when he was so employed 
cannot be definitely concluded from the evidence, available in this case , 

11. The contention of the worker that they denied employment all on 
a sudden without any enquiry has to be considered in this back ground. 
The first letter admitting the commission of the misconduct is Ext. M2. 
Again he gave another letter i. e . Ext. Mi dated 28-9-1970. Here he admits 
that he issued tickets only to 43 passengers out of 62 Passengers. The 
checking Inspector at that time inspected the bus and found out this His 
report is Ext. M5 dated 22-8-1970. These are proved by MW3. He says 
that he is familiar with the hand Swriting of the checking Inspecter who 
checked the bus. Apart from this report there is the admission by the 
worker . Though he gives certain explanations for not having issued the 
tickets there is the clear admission that tickets were not issued to 19 passen 
gers. He concludes this letter with the following words:

He has not come to this court with a case that he gave such an admi. 
ssion under duress, coercion or undue influence. He does not refer to this 
letter when he ten jered evidence in chief examination . At the time of cross 
examination themanagement counsel asked him about this and he said that 
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he gave such a letter. It is proved by him . After the cross-examination it 
is elicited from him in re-examination that the management promised to re. 
employ him only if he gave a letter like this . In the statement also the 
union does refer to this letter. This shows that the worker wanted to wriggle 
out of the situation created by the production of this letter and hence some 
explanation in reexamination . Ext. Wl is the complażnt by the union . 
The Union refers to the non - employment and this is dated 14-10-1970 . In 
that letter also the union does not refer to this admission made by the worker 
in Ext.Mi.. If the worker had a case that he had been made to give a 
letter like this under a false promise of re -employment the worker naturally 
would have informed about this and if the union had that information at the 
timewhen writing the explanation on 14-10-1970 they would have referred 
in it about this letter. WW2 the secretary was asked about this and he says 
that the worker did not inform him about the memo given to him and also 
about the reply given by him to the management. So it is to be concluded 
that he kept this as a secret till he saw this at the time of cross-examination 
from the witness box . His explanation that he gave it only to be re -employed 
cannot be accepted . He admits the offence and he wanted the management to 
re-employ him . This is not the first of this kind. On an earlier occasion 
also he committee the same offence. He admitted this and the manage 
ment gave him employment. A casual worker committing offences one after 
the other and admitting the same cannot be considered to be a fit person to 
be employed and the job requires the confidence of the management in the 
employee . The management would say that these circumstances weighed 
with them when they denied him employment. It is true that no enquiry 
was conducted . Here is a case where the management got an admission 
in very clear words from the employee admitting an offence. This was 
given in reply to a memo by the management. An enquiry in these circum 
stances was not thought necessary by the management. Taking all these 
circumstances into consideration 1 find that the management cannot be 
blamed for this . The worker on two occasions committed misconducts and 
admitted the same and hence he was found unfit to be re-employed . The 
stand of the management in these circumstances cannot be held unjustified . 
So I find that the worker is not entitled to any relief: 

12. At the conclusion of the argument of the management s counsel 
he submitted that some payments can be made on an ex gratia basis and he 
limited it to 2 months wages. I find that this is a fair offer. I expect that 
the management will pay this amount of two months wages as an ex gratia 
payment. 

I pass this award as above and this award shall come into force 
on the expiry of 30 days after its publication in the Government Gazette.

SRO . 249/( E ) Whereas the Central Government is of the opinion that it 
is necessary and expedient so to do for securing the equitable distribution of 
fertilisers in the States of India ; now , therefore, in exercise of the powers 
conferred by section 3 of the Essential Commodities Act, 1955 ( 10 of 1955 ), 
the Central Government hereby makes the following Order, namely : 

1. Short title and comm :ncement.-( 1) This Order may be called the 
Fertiliser (Movement Control) Order, 1973. 

(2 ) It shall come into force on the date of its publication in the 
Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions. In this Order unless the context otherwise requires, 

( a) export means to take or cause to be taken out of any place 
within a State to any place outside that State; 

(b ) (fertiliser shall have the same meaning as in item (d) of clause 2 
of the Fertiliser (Control) Order, 1957; 

(c) State includes a Union Territory and State Government 
relation to a Union Territory means the Administrator thereof, 

3. Prohibition of export of fertilisers.- No person shall export, or attempt 
to export, or abet the export of, any fertiliser from any State : 

G. 931 
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Provided that nothing in this clause shall apply to the export of 
fertilisers 

(i) . by any of the manufacturers specified in column 2 of the 
Schedule to this Order if such fertilisers are manufactured and exported 
frc m the location specified in the corresponding entry in column 3 of the said 
Schedule , or 

(ii) by or on behalf of the Food Corporation of India established 
under Scetion 3 of the Food Corporation Act, 1964 (37 of 1964) or 

( iii ) by or on behalf of the Central Warehousing Corporation esta 
blished under Section 3 of the Warehousing Corporations Act, 1962(58 of 
1962) ; or 

(vi) by or on behalf of the State Warehousing Corporations 
established under Section 18 of the Warehousing Corporation Act, 1962 (58 of 
1962); or 

(v ) by the Indian Potash Limited ; or 

(vi) under and in accordance with an authority issued by the 
Government of India , Ministry of Agriculture or the Director of Agriculture 
of a State Government or any other officer authorised by the State Govern 
mont in this behalf. 

4. Powers of entry, search, seizure etc.- (1) Any Inspector of fertilisers 
appointed under Clause 19 of the Fertiliser (Control) Order, 1957 or any 
Police Officer not below the rank of a Head Constable or any other person 
authorised in this behalf by the Central Governmentor the State Govern 
ment or the State Government may , with a view to securing compliance 
with this Order or to satisfy himself that this Order has been complied with , 

(a ) stop and search , or authorise any person to stop and search , 
any person , boat, motor or any other vehicle or any receptacle used or 
intended to be used for the export of fertilisers ;

(In such cases certificates in original should be 
attached and their applications should be countersigned by the Heads of 
the Schools were they are employed at the time of submitting the 
applications). 

(e) Fulltime teachers in recognised schools under the Education 
Department and Harijan Welfare Department and Fishery Department who 
have not less than three years of approved service as full time teachers 
to their credit (whether broken or continuous) as on the last date prescribed 
for receipt of applications. Such candidates should attach a Service 
certificate obtained from the concerned Education Officer, with their 
application and the application should be got countersigned by the 
immediate controlling Officer . (The service certificate should contain the 
details of their service such as full time, from such and such date to such and 
such date etc.). The applicant should see that the application is submitted 
within the time limit after getting it countersigned etc. 

(f) Arabic teachers who have passed the Afzalul Ulama Examina 
tion or the Arabic Higher Test will be permitted to appear for the Exarni 
nation as Private candidate. (G. O.Ms. 481/67/E -In . dated 20th November 
1967). 

(g) Holders of Indian Army certificate of Education First class are 
eligible to apply for admission to the Examination in the First Language 
only and if successful they will be declared eligible for Civil Employment 
only . Their Army Certificate , in original should accompany the 
application . 

(h ) Holders of S. S. L. C. of the former Travancore, Cochin , 
Travancore- Cochin or Madras cr.equivale it are allowed to appear for Hindi 
alone of the examination , if Hindi was not one of the subjects for their 
S. S. L. C. Examination . On securing marks prescribed for a pass in the 
subject they will be given certificate to that effect. 

5. (a ) The applications of candidates (failed candidates) under the 
existing or defunct scheme after verification of their S. S. L. C. book need 
be countersigned by the Heads of the Centre from where the candidate 
desires to sit for the examination instead of countersigning the application 
by the head of the schoolwhere the candidates studied last. In other cases 
the application should be countersigned by a Gazetted Officer of the Educa 
tion Department of the State . 

(b ) In the case of candidates who have already completed the 
course, but were not presented for the Public Examination so far and are 
now appearing for the first time, the Headmaster of the school in which 
the candidate studied last should collect the applications. If that High 
school is not a centre for the S. S. L. C. Examination such applications along 
with the certificate books, should be forwarded by the Headmaster to the 
Head of the school which is chosen as the centre by the candidate so as to 
reach him on or before the last date prescribed for the receipt ofapplications. 
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Before forwarding the application S. S. L. C. book to the centre 
the Headmaster may also make an entry against the item whether 
presented or not in the relevant page of S. S. L. C. book that the 
candidate is presented for the S. S. L. C. Examination October 1973 . 
Headmasters should take particular care, that the S. S. L. C. books etc. 
should not be handed over to the candidates of this category . 

(c) Tho: e candidates who comple ed the course and presented for the 
examination but withdrawn their candidature with the permission of the 
Department before the commencement of the S.S.L.C. Examination , should 
produce necessary evidence along with the application to prove that their 
candidature was cancelled . In such cases, if the necessary entries are not 
made to the effect in the relevant p ge of the S.S.L.C. Book , the fact should 
be repored by the Headmaster concerned along with the application . 

( d) The candidates who have undergone the prescribed course in full 
in any of the recognisel schools in the State and who acquired a minimum 
of 85 per cent of attendance are alone cligible to appear for the examination . 
However necessary condonation for the shortage of attendance up to the 
prescribed minimum can be obtained for valid reasons from competent 
authority. While presenting candidates for the examination the Headmasters 

hould be careful to verify whether the above condition is fully satisfied . 
Even when they countersign the application of a candidate this aspect has to 
be examined , in case his appearance for the examination is for the first time. 
Headmasters should note that the S. S. L. C. Book of the candidates , 
who have not completed their course and did not appear for the 
examination hefore should not be handed over to the candidates. 
Such of the candidates who are short in attendance and who are 
teadmittel in schools in Standard X to make up the deficiency in aitendance 
required for admission to the Public Examination are also eligible to 
appear for the October 1973 Examination , provided they secure the requir 
ed attendance on or before the last cate pre cribed for the acceptance of the 
applications etc., in this office. Applicatiuns of such candidates should be 
countersigned by the Head of the school where the candidates were readmitt 
ed to make up the deficiency . 
Note - Transfer certificates and Conduct certificate should not be attached 

to the S. S. L. C. Books. 

(e) Each candidate appearing for the examination should hand over 
his /her application form duly filled in along with the S.S.L.C. books and the 
required examination fee amount in cash to the Headmaster of the school 
selected by him /her as centre for the Examination on or before the lastdte 
specified . Heads of schools should not receive such applications after the 
last date specified . Heads of schools concerned will issue formal receipts 
using the school fee receipt books for the amounts received from the candida 
tes No amount should be accepted without issuing proper receipt. 

The S.S.L.C. Books of the candidates should be scrutinised very cire 
fully . Any tampering of entries in mark or date of birth should be pointed 
out by the Head of schools. 
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6. Full course and Comp rtmental course appearance . 

(i) The first appearance of the candidate for the Examination 
should be as a full course candidate i. e. for all subjects . Candidates who 
have once appeared as full course candidates for the examination under the 
existing scheme but failed , may appear again either for the full cour: e or for 
the compartmental system . Candidates who have once appeared under the 
compartmental system will not be allowed to appear as Full Course canr id 
ates : o lorg as the existing schemecontinues . 

( ii) Failed candidates under the Diversified course under the existing 
scheme can appear only under the same course. This will apply in the 
case of Academic Course as well. In the case of candidates who were 
allowed to change the course of studies, they should invariably furnish along 
with their application , a copy of the order of the Comm ssioner for Govern 
ment Examinations sanctioning the change of course in their favoúr. 

(iii) Failed S. S. L. C. candidates under any defunct schere can 
appear as full course candidates under the existing scheme. But failed 
candidates of a defunct diversified course (i. e. Diversified Course under the 
reorganised scheme) have to appear as full course private candidates under 
the Diversified Course of the existing scheme. In case, such candidates wish 
to appear under the Academic Course of the existing scheme, they have to 
secure previous sanction and furnish copy of such order , alog with their 
applications as specified in para supra . 

(iv) Candidat.s should particularly note that a candidate will be 
permitted if eligible to appear for the examination under the scheme for 
which applied for and not for another scheme if represented later ." 

(v ) Particular care should be taken while choosing centre. The Centre 
Nun ber and the Name of the Centre should be correctly noted and they 
should tally as per the No.ification published . The Centre chosen once will 
not be allowed to be changed subsequently (vide item 18 (c) below ). 

(vi) Candidates should see that the subjects for which they appear , 
are noted very carefully and the prescribed fees in full is paid to the Head 
master of the School which has been chosen by them as centre and formal 
receipt therefor obtained , within the stipulated time. Partial payments or 
inadequate or belàted payments will not be accepted on : ny account. 

(vii) Candidates under the Diversified course appearing for the 
Examination , may note that the subject under first Language Part I and 
Elective subject are separate subjects and should be calculated as such for 
remitting examination fee . 

7. Candidates who have passed thc S. S. L. C. Examination at one 
sitting and who wish to appear again for the examination with a view to 
securing better marks in all subjects will be permitted to appear for the 
cxamination , if the result of the earlier examination is cancelled first and if 
the request for such cancellation is made within three years from the date of 
announcement of the result of the examination . But such candidates should 
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appear for all the subjects according to the scheme of examination existing at 
The time. This concession will not however, be allowed to candidates who 
ha re joined a College or Publ.c Service after pissing the S. S. L. C. Exami 
nation . 

8. Candidates who have passed the S. S. L. C. Examination under 
compartmental system with eligibility for Public Service only will be per 
mitted to cancel their previous results, un ler compartinental system and 
reappear for all the subjec s together, if they so desire so as to enable them 
to go for college course subject to the conditions mentione in item 8 above 
(Vide G. O. MS. 186 /67/Education dated 27-4-1967).

(a) Students appearing for the S. S. L. C. Examination after the 
completion of the curse in any of Government and aided schools of the 
State are exempted from the payment of fees for the first appearance

Students belonging to scheduled castes and scheduled tribes and other 
eligible community inclu ling Ku lumbies and converts from among them as 
notified as such by the Director of Harijan Welfare are eligible for exemp 
tion from payment of examination fees for two appearances, provided the 
second chances is with a period of 3 years from the first appearance for the 
examinatioil.

In exercise of the powers vested in the High Court under Section 122 of 
the Code of Civil Procedure , 1908 (Central Act 5 of 1903 ) the High Court of 
Kerala hereby publishes for general information the following draft amend 
ments to the First Schedule to the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908. 

The draft amendments will be taken into consideration after the expiry 
of 30 days from the date of publication of this notification in the Kerala 
Gazette and objections or suggestions thereto received before that date will 
be considered by the High Court. 

Draft Amendment 
CODE OF CIVIL PROCEDURE, 1908 

AMENDMENTS 
In the said Code, 
I. Order XXXIV shall be substituted by the following, namely :-- 

ORDER XXXIV 
SUITS RELATING TO MORTGAGES OF IMMOVABLE PROPERTY 
1. Parties to suits for foreclosure, sale and redemption . - Subject to the pro 
visions ofthis Code, all persons having an interest either in the mortgage 
security or in the right of redemption shall be joined as parties to any suit 
relating to the mortgage . 
Explanation :-A puisne mortgagee may sue for foreclosure or for sale without 

making the prior mortgagee a party to the suit ; and a prior mortgagee 
need not be joined in a suit to redeem a subsequent mortgage . 

2. Decree in foreclosure suit. (1) In a suit for foreclosure, if the plaintiff 
succeeds, the Court shall pass a decree 

(a ) declaring the amount due to the plaintiff on the date of such 
decree for 

(i) principal and interest on the mortgage , 
(ii) the costs of the suit , if any, awarded to him ; and 
(iii ) other costs, charges and expenses properly incurred by him up 

to chat date in respect of his mortgage security , together with 

interest thereon ; and 
(b ) directing 
(i) that, if the defendant pays into Court the amount so declared 

due with future interest and subsequent costs as are mentioned 
Eg . 8880 /S . 
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in rule 7 on a day within six months from the date of the 
decree to be fixed by the Court, the plaintiff shall deliver up 
to the defendant, or to such persons as he appoints, all docu 
ments in his possession or power relating to the mortgaged pro 
perty, and shall , if so required , retrarsfer the property to the 
defendant at the cost of the defendant free from the mortgage 
and from all encumbrances created by the plaintiff or any 
person claiming under him or, where the plaintiff claimsby 
derived title, by those under whom he claims, and shall also , if 

necessary, put the defendant in possession of the property , but 
( ii ) that, if such payment is not made on or before the day fixed 

by the Court, the defendant and all persons claiming through 
or under him shall be debarred from all right to redeem the 
property ; and also if necessary the defendant shall put the 

plaintiff in possession of the property . 
(2). Where , in a suit for foreclosure, subsequentmortgagees or per 
sons deriving title from , or subrogated to the right of, any such mortgagees 
are joined as parties, the Court shall adjudicate upon the respective rights 
and liabilities of all the parties to the suit in themanner and form set forth 
in Form No. 9 or Form No. 10 as the case may be of Appendix D with such 
variations as the circumstances of the case may require. 

(3) On the expiry of the date fixed for the payment of the amount 
declared due to the mortgagee,all liabilities to which the defendant is subject 
in respect of themortgage or on account of the suit shall be deemed to have 
been discharged . 

3. Decree in suit for sale : (i) In a suit for sale, if the plaintiff succeeds, 
the Court shall pass a decree to the effectmentioned in clauses (a ) and (b ) 
(i) of rule 2 (1) and also directing that, in default of the defendant paying as 
therein mentioned , the mortgaged property or a sufficient part thereof be 
sold , and that the proceeds of the sale (after deducting therefrom the expen 
ses of the sale) be applied in payment of what is declared due to the plain 
tiff as aforesaid , together with subsequent interest and subsequent costs, and 
that the balance , if any, be paid to the defendant or other persons entitled to 
receive the same; and that, in case the net proceeds of such sale be insuffi 
cient to pay the amount due to the plaintiff, the balance, if legally recover 
able from the defendant otherwise than out of the property sold be paid by 
the defendant personally . 

( ii ) in a suit for foreclosure , if the plaintiff succeeds and the mort 
gage is an anomalous mortgage, the Courtmay, at the instance of the plain 
tiff or of any other person interested either in the mortgage money or in the 
right of redemption , pass a like decree (in lieu of a decree for foreclosure) 
on such terms as it thinks fit, including the deposit in Court of a reasonable 
sum fixed by the Court to meet the expenses of the sale and to secure the 
performance of the terms. 
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( iii) Where in a suit for sale or a suit for foreclosure in which sale is 
ordered , subsequent mortgagees or persons deriving title from , or subrogated 
to the rights of any such mortgagees are joined as parties the Court shall 
adjudicate upon the respective rights and liabilities ofall the parties to the 
suit in the manner and foran set forth in Form No, 9, Form No. 10 or Form 
No. 11, as the case may be, of Appendix D with such variations as the 
circumstances of the casemay require. 

4. Decree in suit for redumption: In a suit for redemption , if the plaintiff 
succeeds, the Court shall pass a decree 

(a ) declaring the amount due to the defendant at the date of such 
decree for: 

(i) principaland interest on the mortgage, 
( ii ) the costs of the suit, if any, awarded to him , and 
( iii ) other costs , charges and expenses properly incurred by him up 

to that date, in respect of his mortgage, security, together with 

interest thereon ; and 
(b ) directing 
(i) that , if the plaintiff pays into Court the amount so declared due 

with subsequent interest and costs as are mentioned in rule 7 on 
a day within six months of the decree to be fixed by the Court, 
the defendant shall deliver up to the plaintiff, or to such person 
as he appoints , all documents in his possessson or power 
relating to the mortgaged property, and shall if so required , 
retransfer the property to the plaintiff at his cost, free from the 
mortgage and from alí encumbrances created by the defendant 
or any person claiming under him , or, where the defendant 
claims by derived title, by those under whom he claims, and 
shall, if necessary, put the plaintiff in possession of the property; 

but 
(ii) that, if such payment is not made on or before the date so fixed ; 

the plaintiff shall in the case of a mortgage by conditional sale or 
an anomalous mortgage the terms ofwhich provide for foreclo 
sure only and not for sale, be debarred from all rights to redeem 
the property and also , if necessary, put the defendant in posses 
sion of the mortgaged property ; and that if desired by the defen 
dant in the suit itself, in the case of any mortgage other than a 
visufructuary mortgage, a mortgage by conditionalsale or such 
an anomalous mortgage as aforesaid ,themortgaged property or a 
sufficient portion thereof be sold and the proceeds of the sale 
(after deducting therefrom the expenses of the sale) be applied in 
payment ofwhat is found due to the defendant, and the balance , 
if any be paid to the plaintiff or other persons entitled to receive 
the same and that, in case the net proceeds of such sale be in suffi 
cient to pay the amount due to the defendant, the balance be 
paid by the plaintiff personally if the balance is legally recover 
able from the plaintiff otherwise than out of the property sold . 


5. Date of Payment— The Court may, upon good cause shown and 
upon such terms, if any , as it thinks fit , postpone the date fixed for 
payment under this order from time to time. 

6 . Decree where nothing is found due or where mortgage has been overpaid. 
Notwithstanding anything hereinbefore contained if it appears in a 
redemption suit that nothing is due to the defendant or that he has 
been overpaid , the Court shall pass a decree directing the defendant if 
so required , to retransfer the property and to pay to the plaintiff the 
amount which may be found due to him ; and the plaintiff shall , if necessary , 
be put in possession of the mortgaged property. 

7. Cost of mortgagee subsequent to decree - In finally adjusting the amonut 
to be paid to a mortgagee in case of a foreclosure, sale or redemption , 
the Court shall, unless the conduct of the mortgagee has been such as 
to disentitle him to costs , add to the mortgage money such costs of the 
suit and other costs, charges and expenses, as have been properly incurred 
by him since the decree for foreclosure, sale or redemption up to the time 
of actualpayment. 

8. Sale of property subject to prior mortgage - Where any property the 
sale of which is directed under this Order is subject to a prior mortgagee,the 
Court may , with the consent of the prior mortgagee, direct that the 
property be sold free from the same, giving to such prior mortgagee the 
same interest in the proceeds of the sale as he had in the property sold . 

9. Application of proceeds- (i) Such proceeds shall be brought into 
Court and applied as follows: 

First, in payment of all expenses incident to the sale or Properly 
incurred in any attempted sale; 

Secondly, in payment of whatever is due to the prior mortgagee on . 
account of the prior mortgage, and of costs, properly incurred in connection 
therewith ; 

Thirdly, in payment of all interest due on account of the mortgage 
in consequence whereof the sale was directed , and of the cost of the suit 
in which the decree directing the sale was made; 

Fourthly , in payment of the principal money due : on account of 
that mortgage : and 

Lastly , the residue (if any) shall be paid to the person proving 
himself to be interested in the property sold , or if there are more such 
persons than one, then to such persons according to their, respective inter 
ests therein or upon their joint receipt. 

(ii) Nothing in this rule or in rule 8 shall be deemed to affect 
the powers conferred by section 57 of the Transfer of property Act,

10. Suit for sale necessary for bringing mortgaged property to sale--Where a 
mortgagee has obtained a decree for the payment of money in satisfaction of 
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a claim arising under the mortgage, he shall not be entitled to bring the 
mortgaged property to sale otherwise than by instituting a suit for sale in 
enforcement of the mor gage, and he may institute such suit notwithstanding 
anything contained in Order II Rule 2.

Magistrate. 

2. The Mobile Court shall be presided over by a salaried Magistrate not 
below the rank of a Magistrate of the First Class. 

3. The Mobile Courtmay try the following offences and detected within 
two miles of the point of sitting: 

(i) . All offences under the Motor Vehicles Act 1939 and the rules 

made thereunder. 
(ii) All offences under the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals Act, 1960. 
(iii) Such other off :nces as the High Court may specify from time to 

time with the approval of Government. 
4. The officer detecting an offence triable by a Mobile Court shall pre 
pare a notice in the form prescribed in the Appendix to these rules and shall 
serve a duplicate copy thereof on the accused .
